Under Khrushchev's plan for a

nist East German regime control 
over access to Berlin. The Wesi 
era powers, which do not recog 
nize East Germany, regard this 
as a move to rush them out 
of 


the Red-encircled city. 


U.S. experts, still studying the 


lext of Khrushchev's remarks, 
were of differing opinions as to 
whether the 
Soviet chief

served an "ultimatum" on the 
German question. 


It was recalled that Khrush- 


chev once before set a six-month 
deadline on a German peace 
treaty without going through with 
a separate pact with East Ger- 
many.

The central question: Will Rus- 


sia try to grab off Berlin by shut- 
ing clown the routes over which 
he West sends supplies and peo- 
ple to the city? 


The United States, Britain and 


Russia—during and immediately 
after world war II—agreed: 


1. To divide Germany into four 


zones — Prance was included— 
with each of the Big Four o<r- 
:upying one zone. 


The Russian zone naturally was 


In the East since it was nearest 
Russia, And Berlin, since it is 
in Eastern Germany, was in the 
Russian zone. 


2. To treat Berlin as a special 


area, with each of the Big Four 
allowed to have troops there. 


The city was to be run by the 


four powers' military command- 
ers. Each was to serve in rotation 
as chief commander. 


All Western people and supplies 


'xwnd for Berlin—since it was in 
the Russian zone, now known as 
Communist East Germany—had 
to move through that zone. 


In light of what follows these 


two questions are pertinent: 


Was there any agreement with 


the Russians on specific access 
routes to Berlin? Did the Rus- 
sians agree to keep them open? 


In 1945 former Soviet Premier 


Stalin agreed with former Presi- 
dent Harry Tuman that the allies 
would have fee access. And the 
State Department in 1958 said 
specific routes were agreed to. 


Things went fine but not for 


long. Real trouble began in 1946 
when 
Communists • were 
over- 


whelmingly defeated in Berlin's 
first free elections in 14 years. 


The Russian commandant in 


Berlin vetoed the election of a pro- 
Western mayor. More vetoes fol- 
lowed. 


In 1947 the Big Four sat down 


to work out a German peace 
treaty. The result: zero. 


So the United States, Britain, 


France and some other West Eu- 
ropean countries called for set- 
ting up a West German federa- 
tion. 


The Soviets, protesting, quit the 


Allied Control Council in Berlin. 
In 1948, contrary to his agree- 
ment with Truman, Stalin shut 
off Berlin from the west by clos- 
ing down all the access routes: 
rail, road, water, air. 


Truman ordered an airlift to

—The qualities of a good teacher, 
like the ingredients of a dry 
martini or a cup of coffee, are 
largely "a 'matter of opinion?/ 


That is why, says Prof. Nicho- 


las Fattu of Indiana University, 
"there appears to be no such per- 
son as the universally effective 
teacher." 


Fattu told an education confer- 


ence 
here 
that 
teachers 
arc 


largely what 
the communities 


want them to be. 


"Some communities value intel- 


lectual goals," he said in a*' ad- 
dress for the National Conference 
on Teacher Education and Profes- 
sional 
Standards. "Others 
are 


more concerned with the more 
visible characteristics, such as 
sociability. Some are only con- 
cerned with carrying on schooling 
at-the lowest possible cost. Teach- 
ers in adjoining communities may 
be rated, superior for diametri- 
cally opposite reasons." 
«» 


He said it would be a mistake, 


however, to assume that teacher 
effectiveness is only whatever a 
community choses to designate it. 


Rather, Fattu said, it is for the 


teaching profession to set guide- 
lines and standards on the basis 
of the best available research.

a union to hold.their jobs.

of their dues,Money'diverted to 
political causes, the court held, the 
union must respect the members' 
wishes. Otherwise, their right to 
make a political free choice is

^flic court's 4 !& hour session 
Monday was the 'longest of the 
year and the last' until October. 
The justices handed down opinions 
in 11 cases and ruled on scores of. 
'motions. 


In a decision hailed as historic, 


the court barred use of illegally 
obtained evidence in state courts, 
just as such evidence cannot be 
used in federal courts. 
'•Jit struck dowp as unconstitu- 
tional a Maryland law prohibiting 
persons from holding public office 
who refuse to swear they believe 
in God. 


A fourth significant decision, in- 


volving a challenge to Connecti- 
cut's birth control laws, was by- 
passed. The court refused to rule 
on the statutes which make it a 
crime to use contraceptives or for 
Actors to give information on 
Weir use. In effect, the state law 
was Allowed to stand, .

In other actions the court: • 
1. Held 7 to 2- that states can 


compel lawyers to join bar associ- 


' ations and pay clues, even though 


the lawyers object. Trayton L 
Lathrop of Madison, Wis., who 
brought the complaint, claimed he 
should not have to pay money into 
an organization which used such 
funds for backing legislation he 
opposed. 


The ruling, written by 
Justice 


William J. Brcnnan Jr., was not 
contrary to the decision reached 
in the labor union case, the ma- 
jority held. Brcnnan said the is- 
sue of the correctness of whether 
Lalhrop "may constitutionally be 
compelled to contribute his finan- 
cial support to political activities 
which he opposes, was not before 
the court. He said the decision in- 
timated no view as to the issue1: 
correctness, 


2. Held tmnaimously that adc 


quatc safeguards must be provid- 
ed in seizures of obscene publiea 
lions to prevent the taking of non- 
obscene publications. The ruling 
was based on a Missouri case in 
which only 100 of 280 publications 
seized by police, acting under a 
state law, proved to be obscene. 


Justice Brcnnan delivered the 


majority opinion in the complex 
decision barring use of union duos 
for political purposes when the 
member objects. He said the court 
was not curtailing "the traditional 
political activities" of unions but 
added that unions must not sup 
port activities against the wishes 
of a member "with his exacted 
money" (his dues). 


Justice Felix Frankfurter and 


Justice John M. Ilarlan joined in 
one dissent. Justice Hugo Black 
wrote another dissent and Justice 
Charles E. Whittaker dissented in 
part.
